The disease germs get 
into the butchers’, cattle workers’, 
and veterinarians’ systems through 
scratches, abrasions, cuts, or other 
skin breaks on their arms and hands.

The symp- 
toms are hard to tell from the common 
cold or flu. It is the cause of much 
human suffering and absenteeism. 

The State-Federal cattle eradication 
program has wiped out the malady in 
53 percent of the counties in the 
United States, and all other counties 
are in various stages of preliminary 
activities. At the same time, brucello- 
sis of swine has been reduced, but 
needs more aggressive measures for 
early and complete elimination. The 
stockmen favoring eradication need 
the support of indirect beneficiaries 
for further public financing and added 
sentiment for continued stern meas- 
ures to assure eradication.

$414,000 Saving in North Carolina 


Cuar_tes F. Gop, insurance commissioner, recently 
approved a reduction in workmen’s compensation pre- 
mium rates of 5 percent for manufacturers. Other em- 
ployers, except contractors, got a 3.1 percent reduction. 
Contractors’ rates went up 3.5 percent. 

The Compensation Rating & Inspection Bureau of 
North Carolina, which asked for the changes, said that 
about $18 million in premiums were paid by the State’s 
employers in 1958. The average reduction of 2.3 per- 
cent meant a saving of over $414,000 a year. 


Nova Scotia Adopts Uniform Percentage 


Since Nova Scoria adopted last year an increase from 
70 to 75 percent of average earnings as the base for 
figuring disability benefits, the percentage stands uni- 
form throughout Canada. The Province also boosted 
the maximum earnings for computing benefits from 
$3.000 to $3,600. 

Funeral expense allowances went from $200 to $250, 
plus a lump sum of $150 (formerly $100) payable to 
the widow on her husband’s death. The 
monthly pension rose from $50 to $60.

The maximum monthly allowance, 
including the widow’s pension, was set at $172.50 in- 
stead of $150. 

Benefit increases were made retroactive, to cover all 
benefits being paid to widows and children. The cost 
of paving the increases is met by the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund. 

The waiting period for benefits was cut from 5 to 
4 days. A number of additional industries were brought 
under the compensation act. 

Coal miners’ pneumoconiosis was added to the sched- 
ule of compensable diseases. Several changes occurred 
in methods of figuring awards for silicosis. A limit of 
$20,000 a year on expenditures by the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Board for rehabilitation was abolished. The 
board was empowered to set up a second injury fund. 

Minimum weekly benefits for temporary total dis- 
ability were raised from $15 to $20 or average earnings, 
if less than $20. 


Maryland boosts benefit 50 percent 
THREE CHANGES in the Maryland workmen’s compensa- 
tion law were approved March 2 and become effective 
June 1: 

1. Maximum payment for permanent total disability 
rises from $20,000 to $30,000. 

2. An employee may file a claim 2 years (instead of 
18 months) after his accident. 

3. Appeals to the courts won’t stop payment of or- 
dered compensation benefits or medical care.

Many States and Canadian Provinces have similar 
rules. Where laws provide for no enforceable stand- 
ards, States usually make strong recommendations in 
favor of hard hats, anyway. But it’s still up to the em 
ployer, wherever he is, to put oomph in the effort to keep 
hard hats on heads. State inspectors can’t be on thi 
ground always to see that workers use good sense.

No color code has been standard- 
ized, but a good many companies 
have adopted colored hats to dis- 
tinguish among various classes of 
jobs. Purple may be for electri- 
clans, orange for construction 
workers, red for firemen, white for 
foremen and safety engineers. You 
can use fluorescent colors that stand 
out like aircraft beacons. You can 
get phosphorescent colors that glow 
in the dark. 

You can, moreover, get these 
colors in many different materials, 
most of which will come up to the 
specifications required of any class 
of hard hat. Hats and caps are 
made of fiberglass, aluminum, 
several kinds of plastic, vulcanized 
fiber. Metal hats can’t be used 
safely where they may contact elec- 
tric current. 
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Each hard hat manufacturer de- 
signs his product a little differently 
from the way other manufacturers 
do. Sometimes these differences 
stand out enough that they're a 
trademark. Sometimes they’re in 
visible. In all cases, the design puts 
extra strength and toughness into 
the hat. It’s responsible for turning 
materials that are far from armor- 
plate into hard-shelled protection an 
armadillo might be proud of. 


Protection anywhere 


At a chemical plant, a group of 
dock workers started to unload a 
boxcar. The car held 55-gallon 
steel drums. Ordinarily, the shipper 
runs a metal strap or timber across 
a box car opening to keep drums 
from falling out when the 
This shipper didn’t.

Now, it sells ‘less than 6 
percent. Competition has seized its customers, many 
of its dealers, some of its best regional distributors. The 
firm still does well, as the profit figures show; but its 
executives take aspirin like candy while they try to 
recapture what every company calls “its fair share of 
the market.” 

They’re worrying too much about the wrong side 
of the ledger. Getting a bigger share of the market 
won’t do much good if fire wipes out production. What 
customer will wait a year for a plant to rebuild when 
he needs an oil burner, a gas burner, or a stoker now? 


Pride very much misplaced 


“We're mighty proud of our safety and fire pro 
tection programs,” said the general manager of an 
other midwestern plant. “Our personnel director will 
be glad to show you through the factory.” 

The personnel director did. We still wonder why the 
factory was in one piece. Bits of board, little piles ot 
scrap paper and packing material, hoses loaded with 
flammable gases, cans of solvents, all crowded what 
the personnel man referred to seriously as “well-kept 
aisles, considering the size of the equipment we make.” 

We toured the plant for an hour, saw every corner 
of it except the boiler room. Welders worked every 
where. There were no automatic welding machines, 
and there were no portable screens to shut off flam- 
mables from all the spot welding operations. A license 
system for maintenance welders, of course, would 
have been ridiculous. Why license maintenance welding 
jobs when unprotected production welding was going 
on in over 40 areas? 

A fire brigade? No. The company was 5 months 
behind in production and trying to catch up. There was, 
management felt, no time to take out for 
to fight fires.

Good Neighbors 


By Murray B. Gordon 


NORMALLY, a plant must depend on local police and 
fire departments for help in case of disaster, or when 
an accident like the one shown at the right occurs. 

However, a disaster—fire, flood, explosion, wind 
storm, or whatever—may be so big or of such a kind 
that local authorities can’t help. Roads may be blocked. 
The nearest necessary public equipment and trained 
men may be many miles away. A major disaster, like 
the Chicago stockyards fire or the San Francisco earth- 
quake, may leave public departments swamped with 
work or so crippled they can do little to aid anyone 
without first getting outside assistance themselves. 

In some areas, public police and fire departments 
aren't equipped or trained to help in industrial dis 
asters. Very few cities can handle fires that involv 
radioactive materials. (OccuUPATIONAL HAazarps, 
March 1960: “Ready for an Atomic Age Fire?”) And 
how many communities have the ability to help se- 
riously in a $1 million explosion like the one that struck 
a Havre de Grace, Md., fireworks plant in February 
of this vear?

To help counteract bigtime disasters, some indus- 
trial communities have gone back, very successfully, 
to the old rural good neighbor policy. A farmer’s house 
burns to the ground. The neighbors help him build a

The modern industrial mutual aid 
plan, although inspired by this kind 
of thinking, has its own variations. 
Basically, industrial mutual aid aims 
at giving fast, competent, carefully 
planned assistance when a plant runs

Mutual aid going strong 


Already there are 60 to 70 mutual 
aid organizations in the United 
States, scattered from Linden, N. J., 
to Santa Clara, Calif., from Texas 
City, Tex., to northern Ohio. All 
these groups have voluntary plans 
for handling disasters. All agree to 
pool, among their local members, 
firefighting, first aid, and 
equipment and manpower whenever 
it is necessary. The rescue of the 
man buried beneath a hundred tons 
of coal is quite typical of the work 
done by mutual aid groups. An ex- 
ample of the cooperative training 
and practice they get was reported 
by OccuPpaTIONAL HAazarps_ in 
August 1958 (“Will a Mutual Aid 
Group Help You?’).

EVERYTHING in the industrial safety 
field must contribute a full share to 
the establishment of a completely 
economic, efficient, and successful 
program. This is especially true of 
the local safety equipment distributor. 
He is the man in the middle, the link 
between the safety equipment manu 
facturer and the industrial customers 
he serves, and in the end between the 
manufacturer and the _ individual 
worker with whose safety we are all 
concerned. 

The well qualified safety equipment 
distributor performs a service that 
cannot be obtained anywhere else. 
Safety is his business. The equipment 
he sells is necessary to any safety 
program. It is often through a good 
distributor’s broad knowledge of 
products that a successful safety pro 
gram is developed 

In many of our smaller plants, the 
distributor is the only real contact 
management has with organized safe- 
ty. Here he serves almost as safety 
engineer. Because of his wide experi 


ence, he at times cat ind answer 


to problems when a highly competent

This is a field in which we are dealing 
with heads, eyes, arms, , and lives. 
Here only the best is enough, 
and here only the best is a bargain. 

Industry should make certain its 
safety equipment suppliers are men of 
integrity, with sufficient capital to 
maintain adequate inventories. The 
dealer’s inside staff should be well 
trained, and have a good basic knowl- 
edge of products and the ability and 
desire to give satisfactory service. 

A distributor’s outside salesman 
also should be thoroughly trained. 
They should have complete knowledg¢ 
of the products they handle and a wide 
understanding of safety problems. On 
the salesman’s know-how depends not 


only his own livelihood, but his ability 
to provide invaluable service to cus- 
tomers. The salesman should know 
well the customer’s needs and what 
products he can use, and then make 
sure his firm always has these sup- 
plies available. He should keep well 
informed on new methods, new prod- 
ucts, and improvements in old ones. 
The qualified local distributor pro- 
vides emergency service which is not 
available elsewhere. In industry today, 
production methods change very 
rapidly. Safety problems have a facul- 
ty of developing overnight. It is here 
that the distributor can prove his real 
worth. He is an immediate source of 
repair parts. If ordered from the 
rer, these parts may take 
whereas a local stock 
ice may get disabled 
in operation in a few 
ributor also, in most 
cases, provides immediate delivery of 
major equipment.

Maybe he should sue the driver 


Joun Mapox worked for Heaven Hill Distilleries, Inc. 
One day after quitting work, he and some fellow em- 
ployees went to the shower room, bathed, and changed 
clothes. They left the premises by the main gate and 
walked out onto the highway toward the parking lot_on 
the other side. The distillery owned the lot. 

As Madox crossed the road, his view of the auto- 
mobile that hit him was blocked by another car. He 
was struck as he was about to enter the parking lot. 

When Madox’s compensation claim went to trial, the 
Kentucky court did not rely on the “going and coming” 
rule. Instead, the court said that when he was injured 
Madox was exposed to the same hazard as everybody 
else who crossed or used a public highway, and his in- 
jury did not result from any danger peculiar to the 
distilling industry. His injury didn’t arise out of and 
in the course of his employment. 

Claim denied. 


Madox v. Heaven Hill Distilleries, Inc.: Kentucky

The plane crashed; so did the claim 


Wes Ley M. LANGE was a supervisor for the Minne- 
apolis-St. Paul Metropolitan Airport Commission at 
the Flying Cloud Airport. On September 30, 1957, he 
was killed in an airplane crash at the airport. The sole 
question about the claim for death benefits was whether 
the accident arose out of and in the course of Lange’s 
employment. 

Lange’s big job was to keep the field in a safe condi- 
tion. He placed warning flags in unsafe areas, observed 
aircraft in the traffic pattern, reported violations of 
traffic regulations, and maintained runways and field 
markers. At the time of his accident, a new runway 
was under construction. Lange was responsible for plac- 
ing white crosses on this runway to indicate it was not 
to be used. 

Lange was a licensed pilot with an extensive aviation 
background. He was, however, specifically instructed 
that flying was not part of his duties and was not per- 
mitted during working hours. 

On the morning of the accident, Lange remarked to 
a fellow employee that he was “going upstairs” to check 
the traffic pattern. Since this statement was made in 
the office 27 steps below ground level, its meaning was 
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questionable. At 10:30 a.m., Lange and Ronald Percy 
signed out an airplane owned by a flying school at the 
airport. Percy was a flight instructor. The plane 
crashed inside the landing-approach pattern. Both oc- 
cupants were killed. 

Mrs. Lange contended her husband’s death occurred 
during his working hours in a place where he might 
reasonably be in connection with his duties. His death, 
therefore, arose out of and in the course of his employ 
ment, she said. 

The problem was this: If Lange, at the time of the 
accident, was engaged in work he had been hired to do, 
the injury occurred not only in the course of his em- 
ployment, but as a result of his employment. On the 
other hand, if Lange was pursuing a personal mission, 
the injury neither occurred in the course of nor arose 
out of his employment. 

The court decided the accident occurred at a place 
where Lange ordinarily would not work. Moreover, 
the evidence did not reasonably justify Lange’s presence 
at the place he was. While the effectiveness of the 
warning flags and other devices marking danger areas 
could perhaps be better determined from the air than 
on the ground, there was no change in the flags or other 
markings on the day of the accident. Lange could easily 
tell by ground inspection how they would appear from 
the air. Construction on the new runway was no differ- 
ent, nor was the construction equipment an obstruction 
to aircraft. There was no emergency or violation of 
the traffic pattern. 

In view of all this, said the court, Lange was not 
doing the work for which he had been hired. He was 
not in the course of his employment when he was killed. 

Claim denied.

One year from injury to diagnosis 


On NovemsBer 16, 1955, Joseph Freeman, General 
Motors Corporation employee, was burning trash in the 
regular performance of his duties. Some smoke blew 
into his eyes. He coughed, lifted his glasses, and wiped 
his right eye with his gloved hand. As he wiped his 
eye, Freeman said, a foreign substance entered it, 
causing considerable pain. He went to the company

infirmary where a nurse flushed his eye and told him to 
report to the doctor the following morning. Freeman 
complied with those instructions. The doctor removed 
a substance and placed a black patch over the eye. 
Freeman wore the patch 5 days. Eye trouble recurred 
3 months later, and this time, the plant doctor re 
ferred Freeman to an ophthalmologist. For financial 
reasons, Freeman said, he waited 7 months before 
seeing an ophthalmologist. The specialist diagnosed the 
ailment as a detached retina and advised immediate 
surgery. The operation didn’t improve Freeman’s 
vision. He filed for compensation, saying he was totally 
blind in his right eye as a result of the on-the-job 
accident of November 16, 1955. 

His employer denied that any causal relationship 
existed between the events of November 16, 1955, and 
Freeman’s blindness. 

Four doctors testified at the hearing. Two of them 
sided with the employer; two, with the claimant. 

The Delaware court ruled that Freeman’s testimony 
combined with medical testimony was sufficient to 
justify a fair and reasonable inference of causal rela 
tionship.
